This capture, it is un- 
derstood, places In the hands of tho 
SKivernmont complete information re- 
garding revolutionary plans and tho 
places where arms arc concealed, as 
well as disclosing the weak spots in 
tho army.

longer doubt that the inrfiirr.ection was 
collapsing.

Desperate Conflict. 


The Systin printing works, which

A South Carolina Mob Shows Its Great Power 


In A Brutal Exhibition, 


SHERIFF CALLS IT BRUTAL MURDER 


Two Colored. Men Who Defended Themselves from White 


Merchants, Taken From Jail And Hung And 


Tortured by a Moh. 


Abbeville. S/C., "Dec. 27.—Whole- 


sale arrests will follow the lynching 
or two negroes at Barhwell Friday, 
Dec. H2, news of which was suppressed 
until Tuesday. Sheriff Creech has tel- 
egraphed 
Gov. Hey ward 
that 
the 


crime was "brutal murder," and has 
received orders to apprehend all ot 
the guilty persons. The governor also 
announces that he will use the whole 
power of the state to bring them to 
justice. 


County officials who looked on and 


•made no effort to. check ihe inl'i'.ri- 
ated mob also will face criminal pros- 
ecution. It is the governor's intention 
that every one of the 100 or 150 per- 
sons who had a hand in the proceed- 
ings shall be haled into court, charged 
with murder,-or with being accessories 
to the crime.

says he has the names of all tha 
lynchers. 


News Is Suppressed.

According ro the sheriff's informa-

self-defense. The black men, who are 
brothers, were arrested by the police 
authorities ot Barnwcll and placed in 
jail. 
They had property, and before 


being placed in jail had retained tho 
services of lawyers to defend (hem. 


There was no talk of lynching im- 


mediately after the Killing, but Friday 
morning some one suggested '-'let's go 
to the jail and' lynch those negroes." 
This was the genesis of the tragcdy 
which followed. 


Cruel Work of Mob. 


In two hours 
after 
the 
remark, 


which, it is said, was not mncle seri- 
ously, more than 100 white men were 
battering at the jail in which the ne- 
groes were confined. In a, few minutes 
the mob effected 
an entrance 
and 


seized the negroes. 
At the time the 


town officials and a constable 
were 


present, idly looking.on and making no 
effort; to stop tho crowd. 


After securing tho negroes the mob 


dragged them ir.to the, center of the 
town and began firing at them with 
guns 
and 
pistols.- 
Frank 1 Deloach 


cried out, "You are murderers." 
He 


never had a chance to speak again, for 
his voice was silenced by a volley. 


Probably 500 shots were fired, the 


volleys continuing long affer the ne- 
groes had fallen to the ground and had 
ceased tq_breathf>. Their bodies were 
tom to pieces by tho bullets. 


"While the firing was going on. the 


officials', Sheriff 
Creech 
says,. were 


standing by, making no effort to pre-

EXPORT TRADE. 


No feature of the export, trade of 


tho United States in 1905 has shown 
a larger growth than that of the trade 
with"China and Japan. 
Iu the ten 


months ending with October exports 
to China arc more than 50 million dol- 
lars in value, against 20 millions in 
the same months of 1904 and 10 mil- 
lions in the corresponding months' of 
•|!Jf)3; and those to Japan are 
'ICVi 


millions, against a little less than 22 
millions for tho same period in 1904 
and 10 millions in the corresponding 
months of 1302. Thus, in the case of 
Japan exports have more than doubled 
ns compared with 1904 and practical- 
ly trebled as compared 
with .100:!, 


while in the case of China exports 
arc two and one-half times as much 


and have practically quad- 


rupled since 1901!. No other countries 
of the world to which our exports 
are sont show gains approximating 
those of China, and Japan. 
To Cuba 


there is an increase of approximately 
'10 per cent and to Argentine about 3C 
per cent, but China and Japan are 
the only countries 'in the long list 
of those to which our exports are sent 
which show a gain of 100 per cent or 
more. Should the rate of growth con- 
tinny until the close of the year, the 
total exports from the United States 
to Ja.pan in the calendar year will be 
practically ten times as- much as a de- 
cade ago, in 18115, and those to China 


iu the ten months end ins with Oc-

This upward- movement in the figures 
of exports to China and Japan began 
to be apparent in 1904. the exports to 
Chitv.i from the United States in that 
year being practically 2S million dol-

years a. considerable producer

recent years', however, some parts of 
the domestic 
cotton crop
